1 am anxious to afford to ‘he public every ex-
planation In my power a relution to the des-
ten of October 10, which was published in
he Philadelpbin Ledger, The statement which
has been made by that paper does mot contain
the whole truth. It studiously conoceals the fact
that it did not recelve the despateh from Wash-
mgton, but from New York, It charges me
with having written the questions without
baving any reliable data belore me. And it
keeps entirely out of sight the tact that on the
strength of the despatoh as they received it (but
not from me), n persen in Philadelphin in close
business relutions 0 the proprietors of that
aper, engaged l:dgold operations by which,
Eml the news pro true, as I believed it to be
true, he would have been largoily benotited,

A simple statement of the facts will, perhaps,
#et the matter in its clearest Haght. On the dih
aud Tth inst., 1 learned that the subject of the
extentof the pewers and datie: ol the President
under the Coustitution, in relation to the exelu-
siou of the Southern members of Congress, wnd
in relation to the legal and constilutional statns
ot the present Congress, was occupying & great
donl of the President's attention. On the Bth
and 0th I sought more definite information on
this subject from two gentlewmen to whom |
have been in the habit o golug when [ wish to
verify any doubtfal point, or to get a tangled
plece of news unravel.ed. They are men whose
friendship I have proved and tried, and which |
value; and I have found in my intercourse with
them that they are not only truthful and reli-
able, but that they have a remurkable raculty
of being able to get at the truth of almost noy
ulleged matter of Washington news, of detecting
errors, and of distinguishing mere romors trow
actuul matiers of fact,

From one of these gentlemen I learned that
the FPresident, in quile s recent conversation
with an intimate rviend, had dwelt at some
length upon this subject, and had réourred to
what be bad said in his specches and messages
upon it, and had remarked that he had said
nothing hastily or unconsidered, snd that what
he bad sald be would stand by, and that what-
ever might be his duty be would not shrink
from performing it; but that he would take no
stép In the maiter witbout consualting the At
tarney-General, and (1 think it was adued ) chat
he intended to do so.

From the other I learned that a paper had
been scen in the Attorney-General's oflice, with
the printed heading **Execotive Mansion,” con-
taining a serics of questions in relation to the
actunl status under the Constitulion of the pre.
sent Congress and the nature and extent of the
powers and duties of tne President vnder the
Constitution, both as regards the present Con-
gress and the right of the Southern States to
representation.,

With the:e facts clearly impressed upon my
mind, and belicving them to be true, I returned
home, thought over the mavier, and wrote out
the questions, The data whieh | had betore me
were ample. The words ol the questsons had not
been turnished to me. But I bad before me the
subjects to which they related, and the alleged
faet that they had covered the whole ground in
relation to that subiect, It istrue the guestions
might have been written by some one el e, miglit
have been in the Artorney-General's ulflcngby
necident, might never have been seen either by
the President or the Avtornsy-General. But the
natural infereoce was that the questions had
been oflicinlly sent to the Attorney-General; and,
with that iden impressed upon my mind as a
fact, I wrote out the questions,

I saw nothing inconsistent in these questions
with the uniiorm utterances of the President.
It seemed to mwe perfectly natural that the Pre-
sident should veek couns=e¢l of his constitutional
legal ndviser on #0 gravs a subject, especially
when the lending radicals were boldly procinim-
ing their intention to depose and imprison him.
The questions at issue between the President
and Congress are not question of policy or ex-
pediency, but questions of constitutional law.
The Attorney-General is the proper person to
investigate these questions, aud the “questions”
which 1 wrote swonnt simply to & statement
that the President has consulted his eonstitu-
tionnl legal adviser in regard to tbeextent of
his powers and duties under the Constitution,
They do not in the least imply any revolutionary
intention on the part of the President, for the
ooly answers which can be made to the ques-
tions will show that, hard as the necessity muy
fppear to him, the President must continue to
recogmize the present Congress, and must leave
the question of the admission of {he Southern
members for them to decide.

I sent the questions, not to the Ledoer, but to
u valued friend o! mine in another city, [ did
not write them for the Ledger, but for one of my
own friends. T sent il to him simply as a matter
ol important news which I believed to be true,
The Ledger virtuplly says, and bhas made tho
oublic believe, that they received the despatch
Irom Washington, which is not the fuct,

The Ledger says the verdiot of the publie will
be against me. 1 do not think It will be now,
Truth has but one voice, and the publie can
generally tell wheo they Lear it,

Frank Ferris, the New York Wife
Murderer, Hung To-day.

New Yonx, October §.—Frank Perris, or For-
ras, the wife murderer, was execoted in the
Tombe Jail-yard this morning, about 11
o'clock., Ferris bid his children “‘good:bye”
yesterday, and warned them to beware of bad
company and ardent spirits,

THE WIFE MURDERER FERRAS,

———e e
History of hi. Crime—A Horrible Rocltal,
Frank Ferips, alins Francisco Ferrero, but
usunlly enlled Ferris, will positively be hangoed
to-morrow 1 the yard of the Tombs prison.
Mr. William F. Kiotzing, bis counsel, has been
to Albany, where he mado soch efforts as daty
seomed 1o require for the prisoner; but Gover-
nor Fenton deelined to interfere, We give the
jollowing nccount of the murderer, with the ¢l

cumsiances wh.ch preceded his erime;—
PACTE PRECEDING THE MURDER,

Mary Ferras, the wife of the prisoner, a hard-
working, industrions woman, with thres chil-
dren, occupied the top floor of a teaement house
ul No, 31 James street, in the Fourth Ward, in
the snmmer of 1864, The prisoncér was a mnan of
very intemperate habits, and very brutal in his
treatment of his tamily, A few months belore
the murder Ferras made an assault upon his
wile with an axe, from the effeci= of which she
nearly lost her lile, She recovered; but being
in constant fenr, she had her husband arrested
by advice of her friends, tor having attempted
fo kil her. He was convicted and sent to
Blackwell's 1sland.

THE ORIME CONTEMPLATED,

Alter his release, which was n day or two
betore the 0th ol Septembey, 1804, when this
muorder took place, he went in seurch of his
wilv, and fovmd her home still at No. 81 James
strect, but she was not there, being employed
fur the day elsewbhore, He left, and went aroond
10 0 number of places at which his wife used to
work, in order to {iud her. At several of these
places, aiter being told (hat she wns not there,
Eerias fell down upon his knees, accordivg lo
the testimony subsequently taken, and looking
upward, swore by the Virgin Mary “that he
wonld kill his wite Mary, belore 9 o’clock that
night—no funomg."

PREFARATIONS FOR THE MURDER.

After this, and before evening, he returned to
the rooms of his wile, in Juymes street, and
taking a large knite, sharpened it on the curb-
stone in iront ol the bouse. Mrs, Forrns had
not reached home, and he went away, Al about
7 o'clock she came from her work, aud the in-
mates ol the house informed her that Ferras was
out ot pri:on, repeating the threats he had
made, She was mueh frghtened, and by advice
the went to her room, took her bed, and brooght
it down into & friend's room on the second floor,
She then gave her three little children, the

i\rm‘;n‘ esl b babe, thetr supper, and put them
0 bed,

About 8 o'clock Ferras rewurned to the house.
Finding his wife at home, he procured a large
hatchet or axe, and going to her reom broke
open \he door wita the axe, Finding she wase
not there, he began to chop up the furnitore,
Mrs. Ferras, hearing the nowse, and desiring
to suve her goods, took a candle, and went up
o bim.

MRS, FERRAS EILLED.

The door wo  heard to shut: a few worls
passed, and Mue. Ferras, putting her head ont of
the window, screamed “Murder ! “Waich!”
This call brough*™4 police officer rom the street.
He ran to Ferras' room, in company with the
inmates of the house, The door was closed,
and barred by means ol an iron rod insde,
Ferras opened the door, ailér the officer had
threatencd to bresk it down., Mre, Ferras wus
found lying dead upon the floor, her skull cut
open with an axe, and her braina scattered
about. The axe lay by her side covered with
bloed, and there was also a large koite whioh
had been vsed upen ber head; other wounds
were lound upon bher body, Ferras had on no
clothing but his drawers and shirt, These were
bloody. He was asked why he had killed his
wife, to which he made no reply,

He was taken into custody, and committed to
answer the charge, He had®kept his oath; his
wife was dead before 9 o'clock.

THE DEFENSE AND THE VERDICT.

The defense on the trial in the Court of Gene-
ral Sessions, as st up by William F, Kintzing,
Jr., bis counsel upon the winl, A. Oukey Hall,
K. C, Hutehlngs, and Gunning 8. Bedford, Jr.,
appearing tor the }muple. whas insanity, The
evidence, however, falled (o support it. The
District Astorney called ne witnessed Drs. Sim-
mons and Hodeman, who swore the prisoner
was perfectly sanc; they had been in daily con-
tact with him ever since his incarceration,
and never noticed any evidence of insanity,
He had been used in the prison as a tier boy.

The jury, atter a short deliberation, convieted
Ferrag of murder. His connsel could not strug-
gle successiully szainst ibe fscts. Ferras was
sentenced by Recorder Hotfman to be executed
upon the 14th of April tollowing, Mr, Kintzing
obtmined a writ of error and stuy of execution

irom the Appellste Court : butl upon review
both the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals
afllymed the conviotion, serving, however, #s a
respite to the prisoner of sixteen months.
Wherenpon Fertas was resenteuced to be
herged the 17th of August, In consequence of
the efforts of his counsel. the Goverpor re-
prieved Ferrss until the 19th of October,— N,

the charge of the brothers and sisters In the
Ombolie Relormatory, His own child, a boy,
“Joey," is o bright itk fellow, five years bf
age. The three children were brought o the
Tombs last evening aboul B o'clock, and were
genironted with the condem?f;ld man, t\lxho t:;'u

nietly smoking n cigar, sested near the stove
;]n rheyhnn-wut;zou mg:?:;rouud floor, The =tep-
chiliren were the frst to arrive, As they
entered he rose burriedly and advaneed go-
wards them with open arms, and kueeline
down on the floor betore them, covered their
facos with his kisses, multeriug, as the tears
rolied down his cheeks, “My poor Billy, my

r Mary Aon,” Looking quickly about him,

e noticed that his own child was not present,
and then stood upright, o look of apguish pass-
lng across his coundenance, *‘Ob, you are not
going to keep that dear child away, ‘are you? |
must soe him,” The little tellow soon entered,
and the father was on his knees in an Insiant,
bugging the cbild In his wrme, calling him by
various terms of endearment, Helben sat down,
and taking him upon his knee, gazed st Lim
mndlg.

: A STRANGE REQUEST —THE GALLOWS,

About 11 o’clock lnst night, shortly after his
children hud gone, Ferias asked permssion to
seo the gallowa upen which he wus to be nune,
The request startled the keepers, bat it was
granted.  As he stood looking at toe cross-beamn
be pufied away at his cigar in a nonchalant
manner, und aeked Mr, Finley, the night keeper,
who vtood at e side, “Where is the rope?”
Having been shown the hole throurh which it
was to pass, he turned on his heel and said
quietly, "Well, thats ull 1 want ro gee.” Hethen
walked nround the yard, lookine up careles:ly
at the moon and stars, smoking the meanwhile,
He was thew conducted mto the boilding, This
unpatural conduet of Ferras surpriced even his
keepers, who are used to gcenes that make other
people’s blood ehill with tervor, In fact, Finley,
wholins witnessed nloeteen executions during bis
stewardship at the Tombe, says Ferras 18 the
first condemmned man he ever saw willing to gnze
upon his own mullows throvgh mere curlos Ly,
L'p to 11 o'clook the prisoncr, although exoress.
ing himsell resigned 1o the will of heaven, aud
willing to die, showed none of those signe
which one wonld expect to tind in a man who
had seen the sun set for the last time ot his lite,
He secms foreign to all sense of terror, and to
suy that he fully realized last night the terrible
event of the morrow would be (ar from the
iruth, A more stolid indifference wans never
shown by any man who was ever prepared for
the death of 'a_felon in this city. The prisonsr
18 well gunrded, Deputy Sherifls George Coflin,
Thomns Smith, Jumes Egan, and Georce (.
Cadmus being in constant attendance on the
culprit,—New York World lo-day.

The Execntion of the Would-be Mur-
derver of the Russinn Kmperor,

A letter from 8t, Pelersburg. dated the 15th,
ull,, in the Nord,aives some interestivg detnils ol
the excontion of Karskozow:—I have this
instant returned from (he exesution of the
would-be regicide. A notice In the papers yes-
terday informed the public that the execution
would teke place this morning at 7 o'elock, in
the great square of Smolensk, st the end of
Vas«ill Ostrof. I wns there at hnll-past 6
o'clock. There wus already a erowd of perhaps
more than 50,000, Many carringes were sianding
in the nelghboring streets. In the middle of the
gquare s gallows was erected, and not tar irow ita
pulory, with a platiotm at aboot the height ol
a mun, Ata rew mioutes before 7 the cart
arrived, escorted by a picket of onvalry, with
the condemned sealed on & ralsed bench, %o thut
every oue could see him., He was dressed in
black, and had his back to the horses. On his
brinst was a label with the words *Karakozow,
regicide,” His arms were tied behind hiz buok,
and he was lvid. Getling out ol the eart he
stumbled, but the executioners’ assistants sus-
taimed him. Altera few steps he seemed o
recover hlmself, and walked firly to the pillory,
The crowd was attentive and s=ient, 1 beard
some prasants and workmen say:—*‘The wretch
has deserved it.

A Rall Torn Up and a Train Thrown
YFrom the Track—UOne Person Killed
and Severnl Wounded—Rewnrd for the
Murderers.

MuapvinLe, Pa., Oct. 18, -Yesterday morn-
ing, about halt-pust 2 o'clock, as the Express
train lor New York, on the Atluntic and (freat
Weetern Railroa |, was pussing a curve three an i
o Loll miles (e other side of Union, abour 49
miles from Mondville, it ran off the track and

lupged down an embankment 30 feet high.

‘he englne, pageage cur, LWo passenger cars,
and rwo sleeping conches went down, and were
bad'y damaced. A number ol persons were
hurt, Mr. C. F. Matthews, ol Elmira, N. Y.
was instautly killed, his skull being crushed in
Mr, A. D. White, the conauctor, of Meadville,
was injured,

Mrs. Bell, residing near Cincinnati. Ohio, who
wie on ber wedding tour, was slightly injured,
and vee man belonging in Jumestown, N, Y.,
had bis arm broken and was lnjured aboat the
heod and throat, The other injuries were all
slight, An operator auld u telegraph repairor
ol the Western Union Telegraph Company, who
wele upon the train, lwaediutely cut the wire
and sent a despateh to Moadville; upon the re-
celjt o1 which a locomoiive was scat to the
8po!, having on board General D, McLaren,
Superintendent of the road, aud Dr. John P,
Ray, surgeon. The wounded were all cared lor,
and part of them senc 10 Corry, about twelve
miles distant, The rest were brought to Mead-
ville. General MeLuaren made an exsmination
of the track where the aceldent ocourred, and
found that the rail had been removed from the
trucik upon the inside of the curve, the removal
of which had eaused the accident.

The ral was lound near the middle of the
track, not batiered in the least, while all its
neighibors showed signs of thumping and bung-
ing Irom the car-wheels, The spikes which
hind fastened the removed rail were missing,
Every inuleation proved that the accident was
the result of malice on the purt of some persons
unknown, The Compuny are determined to
tharoughly invesrignte the matter, and have
offercd « reward ol §1000 for the appreh ension
of the scoundrel, beswdes employing a detective
to terret out all of the ecircumstances of the
cpse,  Mr, Matthews was the first passenger
over killed on the Atlantie and Great Westarn
Roud. His bedy was taken in charge by the
Freemnsons of thie city, ke belngz &8 member
of the fruternity, and kept in their hall till the
news could be sent to hus relatives, A nephew
arrived in town last night, and took his re-
malvs to Elmira to.day. A coromer’s inquest
upon his body returnea 8 verdict in secordance
with the facts stated above.
